INSURANCE DEPARTMENT OF 

SOUTH CAROLINA 



II is Excellency^ Governor Robert A, Cooper^ Columbia^ S. C. 

Sir: In accordance with law, I have the honor of submitting 
the twelfth annual report of the Insurance Department of the 
State of South Carolina. 

The courtesy and co-operation of your Excellency and the 
Attorney General, as well as that of the other officials of the 
State government, of the sheriffs, chiefs of police, chiefs of fire 
departments, building inspectors, fire investigators, and other 
officers throughout the State, and the efficient service rendered 
by the employees of this office, have been of valuable assistance 
in conducting the affairs of the Department, and the same is 
gratefully acknowledged. 

INSITRANCE SUPERVISIOX. 

The Insurance Commissioner is charged with the supervision 
/ of every class of insurance as transacted by all companies doing 

^^^ business in this State. It is his duty to seek out all violations 
\ of the insurance laws and to investigate complaints made to 

-^ him by citizens of the State and by insurance companies and 

agents of insurance companies, and to furnish such information 

as may be desired of him in regard to companies, associations 

and agents under his supervision, and to render such aid as he 

> may be able to in cases of any controversy or misunderstanding. 

"^ He is required to see that domestic companies keep their books, 
records, accounts and vouchers in such manner that he or his 
duly authorized representative may readily verify them and 
ascertain if the provisions of the law have been complied with. 
He has authority to examine into the records of any company 
licensed to do business in this State, with power to summon wit- 
nesses and take testimony as he may deem fit and proper for the 
protection of the public interests of the State. At least once in 
two years, and whenever it is deemed to' be prudent, the affairs 
of each domestic company are thoroughly examined in order to 
ascertain its ability t<? fulfil its obligations and maintain its 
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solvency. Whenever it is deemed prudent for the protection of 
policyholders in this State, the Insurance Commissioner has 
authority to visit and examine either in person or by a represen- 
tative appointed for that purpose any foreign company applying 
for admission or already admitted into the State. 

LICENSES. 

Companies qualifying under the law are granted licenses for 
transacting business, whii^h licenses expire on March 31st annu- ^ 
ally, but may be revoked or suspended if the Insurance Commis- 
sioner is of opinion upon examination or other evidence that a 
company is in an unsafe condition, that it has failed to comply 
with the law, or that its condition is such as to render its opera- 
tions hazardous to the public or to its policyholders. 

Each agent appointed by licensed companies is required to 
make application for license. Agents' licenses also expire on 
March 31st annually, but may be revoked at any time, upon 
thirty day's notice and examination, when it shall appear that an 
agent has violated the laws of this State or has wilfully deceived 
or dealt unjustly with a citizen of the State. 

Licenses are also issued to insurance brokers upon certain terms 
and conditions, provided that such applicant for a broker's license 
is a resident of South Carolina and has been licensed as. an insur- 
ance agent for at least two years. 

REPORTS, 

Insurance companies are required to file annual statements as 
of December 31st each year showing the financial condition of 
such companies as well as the amount of business transacted in 
this State. These reports are examined for errors and to ascer- 
tain if proper information has been incorporated with respect to 
the financial condition of the companies, and are then filed as a 
matter of public record in this office. 

Companies transacting business in this State are required to 
file semi-annual tax returns showing the amount of premiums 
received less dividends and return premiums. These returns are 
carefully audited and the calculations verified for the purpose of 
determining the correct amount of taxes to be paid thereon, after 
which they are filed as permanent records in this office. 
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LICENSE FEES AND TAXES. 

Imposts levied upon foreign companies consist of an annual 
State license, as provided for in Section 2710 of the Code. In 
addition to the annual State license fee, all companies are 
required to pay a fee for the maintenance of the Insurance De- 
partment and known as "Department Fees", in accordance with 
Section 2696 of the Code. 

In addition to the State and department license fees, Act 240 
of 1914 levies a tax on foreign insurance companies equal to two 
per centiun of the total premimns collected from citizens of this 
State, less any dividends or bonuses paid in cash or applied in 
abatement of premiums collected in the State. This tax may be 
reduced by investments in South Carolina securities as provided 
by law. 

In addition to the fees and taxes above stated, fire insurance 
companies are required to pay to the Insurance Commissioner 
one per cent, of all premiums written on fire insurance within 
the corporate limits of cities and towns which have complied 
with the provisions of Act 282 of 1914. Fire insurance com- 
panies are also required to pay in addition to all charges above 
enumerated a fire inspection tax of one-tenth of one per cent, on 
premiums collected in this State. 

INSPECTIONS AND INVESTIGATIONS. 

The supervision of insurance, the issuing of licenses to com- 
panies and agents, and the collection of license fees and taxes 
from insurance companies is a very important matter and adds 
materially to the State's revenue, but the greatest benefit to the 
citizens of the State is derived from the proper inspection of fire 
underwriting conditions, with the investigation of cases for vio- 
lation of the insurance laws. 

The cities and towns of the State participating in the distri- 
bution of the fire department equipment tax are required to 
appoint a building inspector, whose duty it is to make an annual 
inspection of such cities and towns, and reports of such inspec- 
tions are filed in this Department. Such reports show locations, 
occupancy, condition of roofs and flues, and indicate any collec- 
tion of trash or rubbish which may be found. In addition to the 
annual inspection report as stated, a quarterly inspection is made 
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of the fire zones in these cities and towns giving similar informa- 
tion to that in the annual report, and these quarterly reports are 
also filed with this Department. These inspection reports are of 
great value, revealing unsatisfactory conditions in construction 
and housekeeping, and enables the Insurance Department to 
co-operate with local authorities in the correction of conditions 
that are dangerous to life and limb and conducive to fires that 
would destroy much property. The service rendered in this work 
brings to the attention of the owners and occupants the actual 
conditions and ofTers suggestions for keeping their premises in 
good condition. In this work a great service is rendered to the 
people by curtailing' the enormous fire waste of the State. 
Especial attention is given to the condition of buildings, with a 
view to safeguarding the lives of the occupants, particular care 
being given to those buildings where people are in the habit of 
congregating. Inspectors are required to see that fire escapes 
and proper exits are provided in such locations. 

It in this respect that we may render the gi'eatest service, 
in that the prevention of fires is more to be desired than the 
investigation of the cause after the fire occurs. The matter of 
fire prevention should be taught in the public schools of the 
State. Sixty-five per cent, of the fires occurring in this State 
originate in the homes of the people. More than one-half of these 
are due to conditions which may be regulated in the home. It 
has been demonstrated that the best method for curtailing the 
fire waste is by careful and systematic inspection of the premises, 
with prompt removal of unsafe conditions that may be found to 
exist. 

The building inspector in each of the cities and towns co-oper- 
ating with this Department is also charged with the investigation 
of the origin of all fires, and reports are ' filed covering such 
investigation. Whenever these reports indicate any suspicion 
or irregularity the case is made the subject of special investigation 
by a deputy from this Department, with a view to ascertaining 
if there has been any violation of law in connection with such 
fires. Sheriffs and rural policemen are requested to make reports 
of fires which occur in the country, such reports being given the 
same care and attention as those originating in cities and towns.

This increase in revenue makes a good showing, but the amoimt 
saved to citizens of the State by the supervision of insurance is 
of more value in the end than the amount of revenue collected. 
The above figures include the entire amounts received from insur- 
ance companies for the payment of state license fees, department 
fees, fire department equipment tax, fire inspection tax, agents' 
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license fees, and fees from investment companies for permits and 
for their agents. 

LIFE INSURANCE. 

There are at present seventy-four life insurance companies 
licensed to transact business in this State, classed as follows: 
forty-two legal reserve, seven industrial, twenty-two fraternal 
benefit, and three assessment. This class of insurance continues 
to increase at a tremendous rate. The total premiums paid dur- 
ing the year 1918 for life insurance is as follows:

Life Insurance companies operating in this State have invested 
in South Carolina securities the sum of $18,039,346.80. Premium 
rates on life insurance have not increased, but the cost to policy- 
holders is somewhat greater, due to the decrease in the amount of 
dividends under participating contracts of several companies. 
The excess mortality on account of influenza is probably the 
reason why dividends have been decreased by some companies. 

FIRE INSURANCE. 

This class of insurance has also increased in volume to a con- 
siderable extent, reflecting the enhancement of property values 
as well as the general growth of business in our State. During 
the year 1918 there were licensed to transact business in this 
State ninety-one stock fire insurance companies and seventy 
mutual companies. The total amount of insurance premiums 
collected by the fire insurance companies operating in this State 
during the year 1918 amounted to $5,205,837.36, divided as fol- 
lows:

The amount of insurance at risk represented by the above 
premiums approximates $480,000,000. Rates for fire insurance 
have been reduced ten per cent, on all classifications, except cer- 
tain special hazards, effective September 1, 1919. Cotton on 
plantations in lots of ten bales and less may now be written at 
the same rate as the building in which it is stored. Formerly 
the rate for this protection was on a basis of $3.50 per $100.00 of 
insurance. These reductions in fire insurance premium rates will 
effect a considerable saving to policyholders in this State. The 
largest item of cost in making up the rates for fire insurance 
premiums is the matter of loss by fire. The hearty co-operation 
of the masses of the people in reducing the fire waste of the State 
will be reflected in the charges for fire insurance premiums. It 
is obviously to the interest of every citizen to aid in bringing 
about this very desirable end. 

MISCELLANEOUS INSURANCE. 

Under this classification we place all forms of insurance other 
than life and fire. It embraces accident and health, employers' 
liability, automobile liability, surety bonds, plate glass, steam 
boiler, elevator, live stock, burglary, and all other of the various 
hazards of business and individual activity. The premiums col- 
lected for this class of insurance during 1918 were $1,340,366.78, 
divided as follows :

In re: Securities Corporation.

As I understand, the above named company desires to put in 
slot machines at various places in South Carolina, more especially 
around railroad depots, for the selling of accident insurance 
policy, upon insertion of a coin in the slot. It seems to me that 
this is an attempt to evade the law, which requires deposit to be 
made of securities by insurance companies doing business in this 
State, and also deprives your Department of requiring state- 
ments, etc., as required by law, so that you might properly judge 
as to whether such company had a right to do business in South 
Carolina. 

There is no direct statute prohibiting the installation of such 
a vending machine, but, in my opinion, you would have the right, 
if an attempt was made to use such a machine, to have the same 
seized and the sale of insurance stopped. 

I, therefore, advise that you write to these parties that in your 
view of the matter, and upon the advice of the Attorney General, 
they could not be allowed to do business in this State unless they 
complied with the law governing insurance companies generally.

In re: Atlantic Coast Line Kailroad Company. 

Your letter of January 13th, enclosing original letter from 
Mr. J. F. Sears, Eelief Department, of above railroad. 

I have gone into this matter from every possible viewpoint, 
and I cannot see how your Department could remit the license 
fee as requested by the railroad company. I assume that the 
position taken by the railroad company is that it is now being 
operated by the Government under the proclamation of the Pres- 
ident. However, it seems to me that this only refers to the rail- 
road in the operation of trains and the various departments con- 
nected with traffic and transportation. 

The relief depart^lent of the railroad, I do not think has been 
taken over by the Government, and in addition to this, the relief 
department is a permanent department for the relief of the 
employees. The Government's use of the railroads is temporary, 
and, in my opinion, the relief department is liable for the usual 
license fee which they pay to your department. 

I, therefore, suggest that you advise Mr. Sears that you have 
submitted the matter to this office, and in the opinion of the 

Attorney General, the license fee will have to be paid.

A, McSwain^ Insurance Commiss^ioner^ Col/umbia^ S, C, 
Dear Sir: I am herewith returning to you your file in re: the 
Spear Oil Company which through its representative, Mr. Tay- 
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lor, has sought admission through your department into the 
State for the purpose of selling script or certificates of so-called 
"stock'' in the leasing and operating of what is claimed to be 
prospective development, production and marketing of oil and 
gas in Texas. 

The Prospectus and Articles of Declaration indicate that it is 
an "unincorporated joint stock association operating under a 
declaration of trust under the laws of the State of Texas," 
whereas, it appears that under the laws of the State of Texas 
no such concern is authorized and certainly this concern, in my 
view of the case, is unable to fulfill the requirements of the Act 
of the General Assembly of this State approved March 25th, 
1915, commonly known as the "Blue Sky" law without a further 
showing heretofore which, under section 6 of this Act, you have 
the authority to require, I feel constrained to withhold my 
approval of your certificate being issued to the company.

REPORT OF EXAMINATION SOUTH CARO- 
LINA INSPECTION AND RATING BUREAU 



Columbia, South Carolina, November 18, 1919. 
Hon, W, A. McSyyaim^ Insurance CommUssioner^ Columbia^ S, C, 
Dear Sir : In accordance with your instructions, and pursuant 
to Section 2 of Act 183, General Assembly of 1917, I have made 
an examination of the South Carolina Inspection and Rating 
Bureau, Columbia, South Carolina, and beg to report thereon as 
follows : 

The South Carolina Inspection and Rating Bureau is the 
South Carolina branch office of the South-Eastem Underwriters' 
Association, of Atlanta, Ga. The duties performed by the 
Bureau are to secure and furnish to the assured, whenever 
desired, information pertaining to fire protection and proper 
construction from a fire protection standpoint, to make and main- 
tain rates, to make surveys of towns or individual risks, and to 
inspect und keep a record of date received of all daily reports of 
local agents in South Carolina who are agents of fire insurance 
companies belonging to the South-Eastem Underwriters' Asso- 
ciation, and of agents representing companies not in the Asso- 
ciation, who send their reports to the Bureau. 

The Bureau makes rates on all risks in this State except sprin- 
klered risks and some large electrical railway risks. These two 
classes are rated by the apportionate committees of the Associa- 
tion in Atlanta. All rating schedules for risks other than the 
above are embraced in the "Guide" which is being applied to all 
towns as rapidly as possible. "Rates, Rules and Forms" con- 
tinues to be applicable to such towns as have not yet been rated 
under the "Guide." Rules, Clauses, Permits, Warranties and 
Policy Forms are embraced in the book of "Standards." 

The towns in South Carolina are divided into four classes, a 
list of the towns in each class, the date when rated and when 
mapped, the class of risk rated, and the remarks on the various 
towns being attached thereto. The division of these towns into 
the four classes follows the requirements laid down in the Na- 
tional Board Grading Schedule. This division of towns having 
been established, the individual risks are then rated by the Bureau 
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by means of the "Guide." A basal rate for the brick mercantiles, 
frame mercantiles and dwellings, etc., for the four classes of 
towns, according to the construction of the building in each town, 
as set forth in the "Guide" is the starting point. To this the 
charges for deficiencies in construction, for exposures, for occu- 
pancy, etc., are added, and deductions are made, as concessions, 
on account of building construction better than the standard 
required, such as flues built from the ground of brick or stone in 
the case of dwellings only. 

In first and second class cities a charge of 10 cents is added to 
the basis rates on all frame dwellings, irrespective of the char- 
acter of the roof, when occupied by tenants, if within 500 feet of 
the city hydrant. 

In third class towns a charge of 15 cents is added to the basis 
rates on all frame dwellings, irrespective of the character of the 
roof, when occupied by tenants and located within 300 feet of the 
city hydrant. 

In fourth class towns a charge of 15 cents is added to the basis 
rates for frame dwellings having metal, slate, tile or approved 
composition roofs, and 20 cents to the basis rates for frame dwell- 
ings with wood shingle, or unapproved composition roofs, occu- 
pied by tenants ; and in the country 25 cents is added to the basis 
rates for frame dwellings, occupied by tenants, irrespective of 
the character of roof. 

A charge of 15 cents is added to the basis rates for furniture 
in all frame dwellings in first, second, third or fourth class towns. 

Dwellings with slate, tile, metal or approved composition roofs 
are written at 20% less than the final rates as otherwise produced 
by the schedules. 

The above is true in those towns which have not yet been 
rated under the "Guide." These charges and credits are taken 
care of in basis rates provided by the "Guide." 

A table showing the basal rates in several towns taken at ran- 
dom of the four classes on brick mercantiles and frame shingle 
roof dwellings is given below. These rates are the basal annual 
rates. In case of the brick mercantiles, charges for deficiencies 
in construction, number of occupants, nature of business or trade 
of occupant, exposures, etc., are made, and concessions deducted 
for superior construction and added fire protection. This table 
was verified by test checks made against the Bureau's basal rate 
books.

In 1916 the South-Eastern Underwriters' Association discon- 
tinued operating in South Carolina. The South Carolina In- 
spection and Rating Bureau remained closed until 1917, at which 
time the South-Eastern Underwriters' Association re-entered the 
State. 

Upon the opening of the South Carolina Inspection and Rating 
Bureau the South Carolina "Mercantile Schedules" was discon- 
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tinued and the regular schedules as embraced in "B^tes, Rules 
and Forms" substituted. At this time also an increase of from 
10 to 25% of the basis rates (this increase was general through- 
out the South Eastern States) was inaugurated on the following 
classes : 

Protected Dwellings having combustible roofs. 

Unprotected Dwellings of all classes. 

Protected Barns and Garages (family use only) having com- 
bustible roofs. 

Unprotected Barns and Garages (family use only) of all 
classes. 

Almshouses, Infirmaries and Hospitals of all classes. 

Churches, Schools, Universities and Colleges of all classes. 

Protected Boarding Houses having combustible roofs. 

Unprotected Boarding Houses of all classes. 

Protected Hay and Feed Warehouses having combustible roofs. 

Unprotected Hay and Feed Warehouses of all classes. 

Protected Hotels other than brick. 

Unprotected Hotels of all classes. 

Frame Mercantile Buildings and contents of all classes. 

Eetail Mercantile Stocks in brick buildings in first, second and 
third class cities. 

Unprotected Brick Mercantile buildings and contents. 

This was intended to cover unprofitable experience on these 
classes and also what was later known as the 10% surcharge, or 
war emergency charge, which was put into effect March 29, 1918, 
on all classes of risks other than the above. On September 1, 
1919, the 10% war emergency charge was rescinded and a gen- 
eral rule adopted of deducting one-eleventh from the final rates 
of the above classes, until such time as the basis rate on these 
classes, as listed above, could be refigured, and the 10% increase 
properly eliminated. This feature was taken care of by amend- 
ments to all Bate Books dated November. 1, 1919, which amend- 
ments eliminated the war emergency charge from all classes in 
which the charge had been included in the published rat^s. On 
all other classes it was eliminated by ceasing to apply the 10% 
increase. 

During the war period the rates on cotton mill dwellings and 
tenement houses were raised 10%, but on November 1, 1919, these 
rates were reduced to the same rates promulgated by the Asso-

elation on August 8, 1914. The following is a schedule of rates 
issued by the Association November 1, 1919, on cotton mill dwell- 
ings and tenement houses: 

When under full protection, of standard fire department and 

water supply of mill — 

Eate per annum .40 

If partially under protection of standard fire department 

and water supply of mill — 

Rate per annum 50 

Not under protection of fire department and water supply 

of mill — 

Eate per annum 60 

Term policies according to general rule. Flue and/or tenant 
occupancy charges not applicable to policies covering the build- 
ings. Policies covering household furniture are subject to .20 
cents tenant charge and household furniture charge. 

In applying above deficiency and exposure charges to . risks 
with approved hard roofs, reduce charges 20 per cent. 

In addition to its rating duties, the Bureau inspects all daily 
reports of agents of the Association Companies and of agents of 
non- Association Companies who send their daily reports to the 
Bureau. The daily reports are sent to the Bureau's office and 
are compared with the rates on the respective risks to determine 
if the correct rate has been used. In case there is a mistake in 
the daily report, the Bureau "non-approves" the report, that is, 
indicates wherein it is not correctly written. Non-approval 
notice is sent with the daily report to the company and also to 
the agent writing the risk the same day daily reports are received 
by the Bureau. The Bureau, does not follow up the non-approval 
to see that the agent has later corrected the mistake and used the 
correct rate, but leaves this duty to the companies. The amount 
of returned premium paid to the assured in case of cancelled 
policy is verified to see if it is correct. All daily reports, whether 
correct or not, are sent in to the offices of the respective com- 
panies for entry. The Bureau keeps a record of all daily reports 
which pass through the office, the registers being arranged by 
towns, then by agents in a town, by companies under agents. 

It is seen from the above that the South Carolina Inspection 
and Eating Bureau is only a branch office of the South-Eastem 
Underwriters' Association ; while it makes rates on all but the 
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two excepted classes or risks in South Carolina, the rating sched- 
ules and rules are promulgated by the South-Eastem Under- 
writers' Association. In order to determine whether the sched- 
ules and charges and concessions of the Bureau are founded on 
experience it would be necessary to make an investigation at the 
Atlanta office of the Association.

The South Carolina Inspection and Eating Bureau is under 
the supervision of Mr. James R. Parker, Manager. At present 
the office force consists of one rate clerk, three stenographers, one 
stamping clerk, two daily report examiners, one typist, one entry 
clerk, and one mailing clerk. The Bureau maintains its own 
printing department. - The salaries and expenses of the office are 
paid through the Atlanta office of the South-Eastem Under- 
writers' Association, the expenses of the engineering department 
and sprinkler risk department are direct expenses actually 
incurred by service in South Carolina. The overhead expenses 
are apportioned to South Carolina by dividing the total over- 
head expenses of the Association by six, there being six States in 
which the Association operates. 

The Bureau employs two traveling rate men or special agents, 
one of whom spends his time between Charleston, Sumter, Spar- 
tanburg, Greenville and Anderson, for the purpose of making 
inspections and keeping rates up to date. 

At present the Bureau has no fixed number of field men, this 
being on account of not being able to secure suitable men for this 
work at this time; however, the management hopes to secure 
others at the first opportunity. 

Owing to the fact that all salaries and expenses of the South 
Carolina office are paid through the Atlanta office of the South- 
Eastem Underwriters' Association, a statement of expenses of 
this office could only be had from April 1, 1918, to March 31, 
1919, and the following is a statement of expenses of the South 
Carolina Inspection and Rating Bureau for that period as ren- 
dered by the Atlanta office:
